I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  for  the  year  1968  indicate  a mid- 
year population  of  2,530,  which  is  the  same  population  figure  as  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  30  births  and  27  deaths  compared  with  42 
births  and  46  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  of 
13.5  compares  with  the  national  birth  rate  of  16.9  per  1000  population  and 
an  adjusted  death  rate  of  9*3  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.9 
per  1000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  follow  the  usual  pattern,  disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  being  the  major  cause  and  cancer  the  second  major  caus 
together  accounting  for  88.8%  of  the  total. 

There  was  one  death  of  a child  under  one  year  of  age. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 

year.

I submit  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report  on  the  environmental 
health  work  undertaken  in  your  area  during  1968. 

Public  Health  Acts 


General  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  pursuant  to  the 
Corporation's  statutory  duties  to  maintain  supervisory  control  of  the 
Borough's  environmental  health  conditions.  Sixteen  inspections  were  made  to 
specific  premises  consequent  upon  complaint  or  report  on  unsatisfactory 
conditions.  In  all  except  one  case  remedy  was  secured  by  informal  action. 

Water  Supply 


Routine  sampling  of  the  water  supply,  provided  by  the  statutory 
undertakers,  Hull  Corporation,  ensured  that  any  deterioration  in  the  quality 
or  safety  of  the  supply  did  not  go  unnoticed. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Facilities  under  this  heading  now  provide  conditions  for  comprehensive 
development  of  the  borough,  but  it  is  hoped  that  long  term  plans  will  ensure 
the  connection  of  all  existing  soil  drainage  to  the  new  system. 

Refuse  Collection 


A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  by  the  use  of  1 - 10  cubio 
yards  capacity  side  loading  refuse  collecting  vehicle  manned  by  a crew  of  3 
workmen,  inclusive  of  driver.
